“What is Dakota?”
Dakota is a comfortable high-density stack chair which is exceptionally rugged.

Polypropylene seat and back

are more scratch and scuff 

resistant than polyethylene.




Back support consists of two rods 

welded along entire length (3") for strength.





Seat and back are easily 

field replaceable for longer service life.





No exposed welds 

(except crossbrace) 


or weld splatter, which 

can be sharp and dangerous.



 360 degree welds for strength.




Side seat straps to prevent 

the seat from collapsing.





Duplex nickel chrome plating 

(instead of single bright nickel) 

provides enhanced corrosion resistance.




Back is high (14" from seat) 

for greater back comfort.





End of the back’s wire rod support is 

radiused to prevent “stress whitening” 

caused when plastic meets a sharp edge.




Seat is contoured for greater comfort.




Front seat strap is wide and thick 

(31/2", 10-gauge steel) 

with a rib (for strength) 

to prevent the seat from collapsing.
